FACT OR FRAUD 

Back in the early 1900s* one of the 
.jnost popular international entertainers was 
Pierre Lutec He had a unique memory* and 
among his feats* he could rattle off any date, 
name or place* statistic, bit of information, even 
the most trivial. If Lutec were alive today* no 
doubt he would have won the iackpot on every 
radio and television quiz program. That would 
have been indeed fortunate, because* although 
he had the answers for every question tossed 
at him by audiences, he could only throw up 
his hands in a futile gesture when pressed by 
creditors. 

Ridden by debts* Lutec was further depress¬ 
ed when his act came to be greeted with skep¬ 
ticism. Audiences hooted and jeered at him 
as persistent rumors claimed him to be a fake* 
with accomplices planted in the theatres. The¬ 
atre. managers were loathe to book him* and 
after a long period of unemployment, he de¬ 
cided to risk an experiment, which* if it proved 
unsuccessful* would destroy his entire career. 
In London, he presented himself to the British 
Anatomical Institute and challenged its dis¬ 
tinguished members to determine whether he 
had a phenomenal memory* using all the sci¬ 
entific paraphernalia at their disposal. 

After several suspense-filled days on the part 
of the British public who followed the tests 
in their daily newspapers* Lutec was given a 
clean bill of health. His brain, in the Institute's 
opinion* was extraordinary and unlike any pre¬ 


viously examined. Managers vied for his act, 
and for the next year* Lutec played to jam- 
packed houses. 

During the next dozen years* Lutec traveled 
throughout the world* performing in every lead¬ 
ing theatre and cafe* and coincidentally* haul¬ 
ing himself up before the medical society of 
each city prior to an engagement. His phe¬ 
nomenal memory and unique brain were lauded 
by all. During this time, too, his debts dwindled 
as Lutec amassed new wealth from unknown 
sources. 

When Lutec died in April of 1913 in Paris* 
the untold story was revealed. It seemed that 
to each of the 33 medical and anatomical 
societies he had visited for examination, Pierre 
Lutec had sold his brain* to be claimed at his 
death. In its anxiety to own his brain, each 
organization had not only paid* but had been 
forced to endorse his mental prowess.
